As I wrote in another post on the boatanchor list, I picked up my 
first R-390A today at the TRW ham swap for $125. It's a Motorola rig 
with a Dubrow PTO. The contract number is 363-PH-54, and the serial 
number is 1820, for those of us who care about such things. It's 
pretty dirty inside, with corrosion on most of the tube shield cans, 
slug rack springs, etc. There are some sloppily-done mods; the entire 
antenna relay assembly was removed, the coax cables thta plugged into 
it were cut and spliced together pretty sloppily, and an SO-239 is 
mounted on the back in place of the normal antenna input. The BFO 
on/off switch was replaced with a 3-position switch, and the third 
position is labelled "SSB" with a Dymo label. "LSB" and "USB" were 
marked with a pen on the BFO pitch legend. The local AF output 
transformer was replaced with an ordinary open-frame transformer, a 
cut-off cable was dangling out of the AF module, and a BNC plug was 
installed next to the phone plug. The dial lock mechanism is partially 
missing, with the knob and shaft just stuck in the hole. The 
anti-backlash spring on the PTO's Oldham coupler is missing. The IF 
output jack is missing from the back panel. An extra sealed metal-can 
socketed relay was installed on the IF chassis; I haven't pulled the 
chassis because I don't want to disturb the mechanical alignment yet, 
so I don't know what it's there for. 


I gave it some power, and it does receive, though very poorly. It's 
going to take a lot of work to restore this thing properly, but I'm 
confident that I'll get it working just fine, and I figure I didn't 
get such a bad deal. At least the meters are there, and it was cheaper 
than one of those left-out-in-the-rain-and-spray-painted ones that 
showed up a while back. 


Since my radio shack is still in boxes and my future radio room is 
still under construction, it'll probably be a few months before I can 
begin working on it seriously. In the mean time, I'll start gathering 
the parts that obviously need to be replaced, and get as much info as 
I can. I already have an original maintenance manual for it, luckily, 
and I've worked on my R-392 before, so I'm not intimidated by the sets 
complicated innards. 


Maybe somebody can answer a few questions: 


The BNC plug that was added to the front panel is in a hole to the 
left of the headphone jack, between that jack and the nearest panel 
mounting screw. There is also a hole with a hole plug in it just to 
the right of the RF gain knob. In a couple of R-390A pictures I found 
on the net, there are shiny spots in exactly the same locations (but I 
can't make out whether they're screws, hole plugs, or whatever). Are 
those holes supposed to be there? What should be in them? 


Many of the internal coax cables were cut, and many of the uncut ones 
are in pretty bad shape. I'll need to replace a lot of them. They're 
mostly the very small-guage coax cables with small right-angle 
connectors that look like miniature BNC plugs (I don't know the proper 
name for this kind of connector). Does anybody know of a source of new 
replacement plugs, and the type of cable that should be used, so that 
I can make new cables? 


V606 and its socket are missing from the AF chassis. Looking at the 
inside, I could see a washer impression in the MFP, so it was 
originally there. The pictures in my TM (dated 8 December 1961) show a 
metal plate installed where V606 would be, and I can't find a V606 on 
the schematic. Would V606 have been removed as part of a proper MWO, 
or am I looking at another hack-job?

The 
filaments on the ones I have seem good but I'm pretty sure they were removed 
from service and placed in the cartons from which the replacement VT-2s were 
taken. 


There are some interesting inscriptions on the cartons. One is a stamp 
declaring "TESTED Chicago Salvage Stock Store", "General radio socket" in 
flowing script and a quite artistic drawing of a cat's... umm, behind. It 
seems that radiomen had too much time on their hands even then.

Consider if you will the first W6 worked by C.W. Bailey (W1YPK). He worked 
Frank Jones on 5 JAN 57. In one way that in itself is remarkable -- kinda 
like working Doug DeMaw, but there is another nuance: C.W., a ‘phone op of 
course, did not own a 6M TX. 


But the absence of a 6M TX did not stop folks in W1. Not C.W. or W1LFI or 
W1IXJ or W1DBM. They used a Viking I. They and others of Six Meter's Golden 
Age, used HF rigs converted to 6M. The Viking conversion is described by the 
middle two W1i's in QST for December, 1952. 


Frank would also work a pair of DX-35 Heathkits (CQ, Jan. '57) , and an 
AT-1 Heathkit (QST, Jan. ''57) plus a Globe Scout 40A (cite?). None of these 
guys thought their rig so unusual as to require elaboration on the QSL cards. 


There is a rich literature of converting "Novice" TXs to 6M for those who 
did not learn enough code in the aloted one year and had to go Technician, but 
these are about the only actual uses I have been able to document. Any more?

Nortex Electronics is a mausoleum of military and civilian castaways. 
There are stacks of Bud chassis in browning paper wrappers and enough mercury 
in octal plug relays to contaminate everything from the west of Fort Worth 
location to the Will Rogers Coliseum downtown. He even has ART-13s, but his 
price is close to what the government payed, so they stay up on a high, and 
thankfully sturdy shelf. My pal is a Nortex habitue who hunts for microwave 
plumbing fixtures.

Thanks for all of the replies I have gotten regarding my 
newly-acquired R-390A. I got offers for manuals, pointers to info, 
congratulations and offers of parts overnight, and even some replies 
from other folks who saw the same radio (including one guy who was 
standing right next to me when I bought it -- it sure is a small 
world!). Y'all are great! 


At least a couple folks suggested using the rig as a parts box to 
build up a radio chassis from Fair. Why? The radio xworksx*. Sure, it 
works very poorly today, and it has clearly been abused, but it is a 
functioning radio. Collecting boatanchors is all about xrestoring* 
radios and preserving a piece of history for the future; if I were to 
part this one out, there would be one less working R-390A in the world 
forever. This one is missing one (easily replaced) major piece, needs 
to be cleaned, troubleshot, relubricated and aligned, and needs to 
have a few damaged cables replaced. If I get enough gumption, I might 
even do some cosmetic work on the front panel. If I didn't want to put 
some work into it, I'd just go buy a ricebox and turn it on. That 
R-390A may look ugly today, but a year or two from now it'll look just 
fine and work very well (if I get my radio room done in time, I might 
even get it minimally working soon enough to bring it to the next MRCG 
meet). I've already had an offer for an NOS antenna relay module, so I 
shouldn't even need to cannibalize another radio to get this one back 


into shape. Sorry for ranting, but I think it would be unconscionable 
to hack a working classic radio to pieces just because it needs more 
than a no-brainer module swap. Hell, after reading Chuck Rippel's 
description of what he does to every R-390A that crosses his bench, it 
seems clear that what I need to do to this rig almost pales next to 
what he does to a good working radio in far better condition than 
mine. 


To those who suggested parting the unit, don't think for a moment that 
I'm angry with you or anything -- I definitely do appreciate that you 
took the time and trouble to reply and offer some advice. But I'm not 
going to take your advice this time. :-) When you saw that radio, you 
apparently saw a hell of a lot of sweat and tears. I did too, but I 
also saw the potential of another great radio in my shack, that will 
give me a strong sense of accomplishment and pride every time I turn 
it on and suck in a weak, distant station where my other radios 
(except maybe my R-392...) hear only static. 


I recently bought a TRC-68A and found out when I got home that it had 
already been partially cannibalized. Now THAT one's going to take some 
work, and I might need to (VERY grudgingly) resort to cannibalism to 
end up with a working radio... :-(
